Wurious Works of Art Found in the Ruini 


of Burled Cities. 


When the moderns read in Pliny of the 


extreme degree of excellence to which 
Greek artists had attrrinedinhis day and 
of the prices which some of their works 
fetched, equivalent to £10,000 or £12,000 
of our money, scholars and ojher com 
potent authorities dismissed these as 
travelers' tales. They could not bring 
themselves to believe that these stories 
were true, or that Rubens, Holbein. Sir 
Thomas Lawrence and other later celeb- 
rities bad been anticipated if not surpass- 
ed in the centuries before the Christian 
era. And yet it was so, and Pliny no more 
than Herodotus deserved to be called the 
father of bars. The graves have given 
up their dead and revealed secrets which 
it was thought had been forever hidden 
in the tomb. 
It is from the land of 


Egypt that these discoveries come. 


The explorations on the site of Mem- 


phis 'ind Thebes had prepared the way 
far the discoveries in the province of 
Faijum. These consist of a number of 
portraits found in the sand at Rubaijat, 
which are in the possession of Theodor 
Graf, in Vienna, and are now on view at 
the Societe d'Encouragernent pour 1'In- 
dustrie Nationale, 44 Rue de Pennes. Ac- 
cording to an ancient Egyptian custom 
the countenance of the deceased was 
represented at the head of the mummy 
or coffin. This custom was adhered to 
in the Grreco-Roman epoch of Egypt, 
but instead of the plastic head, which up 
to that time had been alone in use, a 
painting was substituted representing a 
real portrait of the deceased. These 
portraits, whicli were painted on a thin 
panel of wood, were laid over the face of 
the mummies, the outer bandages of the 
shrouds being then wrapped about them 
eci as to cover the margin of the picture, 
the latter alone bein^; visible. 


A mummy of this kind, therefore, 


presented the appearance of a living 
body, looking out of an opening in the 
bandages for the survivors to gaze upon 
in the cofllns, the lids of which were 
made to be thrown back for that pur- 
po->e. 
Tbc only other graves where 


tlicoo curious pictorial works have been 
found were opened in the winter of 
lSb7-8 by the Engliih engineer, Mr. 
Petrie, at Harvard, but tho pictures in 
them are said to be not nearly equal to 
the specimens discovered at Rubaijat. 
The toijus themselves, built in the rooks, 
were ransacked ages ago by thieves, 
who, in their search for gold, destroyed 
both coffins and mummies. 
Luckily, 


the pilfeiers deemed the pictures to be 
of no value, so were thrown away—but 
not to perish—in the dry dust of the 
desert. 


Herr Grafs collection numbers ninety- 


five specimens of varying interest in 
point of execution, but all valuable as 
works of art. They arc portraits on cy- 
pn'is wood, the more ancient being 
painted in wax colors, laid on with the 
centrum or spatula, a lancet shaped in- 
btrumcnt—the. later specimens being pro- 
duced by water colors, to which was 
added the yolk and white of eggs or 
other resinous binding substances. The 
painting with wax was done without tho 
employment of heat and without using 
the brush, tho ancients being ignorant of 
tho process of dissolving wax in turpen- 
tine. On examining these rows of heads 
;a?.ing calmly out of large, lustrous eyes, 
hlmt now for over 2,000 years, one seems 
to be lirought face to face with the last 
of humanity in a more real way than has 
hitherto been in our power. 


One is aKo struck with tho modern 


look of many of these ancient portraits. 
There is a face of an old man of wonder- 
ful force of character and intellectual 
power. The painter Menzel, of Berlin, 
has declared that nothing finer than this 
has been done in portrait painting. The 
female faces are 'early all tinged with 
melancholy, but some are of great beau- 
ty, and they almost without exception 
reveal traces of the distinction of the 
originals. There i, a very modern head 
of an old lady with short gray lock's. 
Tho fidelity of execution in these paint- 
ings is so great that doctors have been 
able to detect the existence of dropsy.— 
Architect.

ilOse a mortgage securing the bonds ol 
jfte Ohio &, Western Coal and Iron 
Company, whose recent failure is still 
so se-verely felt throughout the valley 
Yesterday the answer Ind cross-petition 
ol W D Leo was filed by his attorneys 
Messrs Ewing and Southard, of New 
York, and Fairbanks, Smith & Steele 
of Columbus, and it bids fair to make a 
wide sensation and to expose to the pub 
lie curiosity some of the interesting 
history of the various coal speculations 
in this part of the country 


The Ohio & Western Coal and Iron 


Company was formed on tho ruins of the 
Hocking Coal and lion Company, the 
Buchtel Iron Company the XX Com- 
pany, tho Hope Furnace Company and 
the Standard Coal and Iron Company— 
the last named having*een the imme- 
diate predecessor of the Ohio & Western 
These companies wore owned by various 
Eastern capitalists, and include among 
their projectors a number of well-known 
public men, suoh as Hon James G , 
Elaine, General Thomas Ejving, General 
James A Hall and Oukes Ames, of 
Massachusetts, as well as a number of 
men who were equally as well known 
on account of their bold speculation m 
tb,e mineral resources of this Statc^ 
Among the latter and by far the most 
prominent was W D Loe, formerly of 
JJewark, 0 , but now dl-esident of Now 
York, whose answer and cross petition, 
now on file, is of a most interesting 
and ilmost sensational character 


The answer covers fifty pages of type- 


written matter, and fully sots out the 
Scheme by whii,h tho new company, 
which had no existence, history or capi- 
tal of its own obtained tho titye to six 
thousand acres of land in consideration 
of assuming the liabilities upon it, and 
which were to be paid by bonds, secured 
in turn by a mortgage upon the identi 
cal properties transferred from the old 
companies to the new 
Among the 


creditors of the old companies wv) \v 
D Lee, who, by the terms of the agree- 
ment was to receive the enormous sum 
of $1,303,250 in bonds of the Ohio & 
Western 
These bonds were to be a 


part of the authorized issue of $3,500,- 
000, secured by mortgage to the Boston 
Safe Deposit and Trust Company, which 
is about to be foreclosed 
Lee claims, 


however, that the bonds were never is- 
sued to him, but were in soak or sold by 
J M Glldden, president of the company 
of Olidden cfc Curtis, whose failure a 
year ago precipitated the ruin of the 
Ohio cfc Western 


It is also charged that bonds were 


fraudulently issued to other parties 
without consideration and accepted by 
them in bad faith 
The answer insists 


on these bonds, and the ones converted 
to the use of Glidden, being turned over 
to Mr Lee so that he may pro-rate with 
other creditors who hold their bonds in 
good faith, out of the proceeds of the 
mortgaged properties which Delude

are made of wool from the Angora goat 


"I sold one to W. K. Vanderbilt, in 


New York, that was o\er 401) years old 
A gentleman in'NYilkcsbarre, Pa., bough 
one that was over 200 years old. IL 
paid S")00 for it, and it contained twelvi 
patches, home of which were four or fiv. 
indies square. These holes are causec 
f i Din constant wear in those places. .Ir 
Scranton there is n gentleman wlios 
father was a missionary to Turkey. Th 
latter bought a rug forty-eight year

After year, of wear the 
colors change, but they become simply 
mure subdued and lieher in tone, and 
are more highly priml.m that account."

"It is dillicult to say how long it 


would lake to make a lug. The Turkish 
rugs are made by farmers' wives and 
the poorer class after they are through 
w i t h their day's work, just as fancy 
work is made here. They are not made 
with the intention of selling them, al- 
though it is not difficult for agents trav- 
eling through the country t'i buy them. 
Women don't work in factories as they 
do here, but there is certain kind ol 
work which tlie manufacturers bring 
around lo the. houses to be done. Women 
in our country haven't the privileges of 
_-oni'_; out and seeing each oil in that 
they have here. They earn a living, 
howeier, making what are called Bag- 
dad i>ortieres, one of which you see 
hangine; on the wall lhere."-iNewark
